passed, has sent the F ree Press the 
following hot rejoinder to Mr. Con­ 
n o r s reply to his challenge to a p u b ­ 
licity duel: 
“ T he controversy you have started. 
Mr. Connor, is a purely personal one 
between us. 
You went to Milwaukee 
and got yourself interviewed and said 
in substance that a m em ber of the 
railroad 
commission 
had 
made 
th re a ts to m em b ers of the legislature, 
that he would resign office if a cer­ 
tain m easure were passed 
a 
very 
reprehensible threat indeed to influ­ 
ence legislation. 
Now, you know you 
meant me, Connor, when you m ade 
that statem ent, don't you? 
And if 
you didn t, whom did you m ean? You 
now attem pt to lay it on the reporter, 
and say that you didn't say it. 
It is 
all right to attem pt to lay the blame 
w here it does not belong, and the re­ 
porter may not be able to defend h im ­ 
self, but yon know you said it, Con­ 
nor. don't you? 
Before m aking any 
reply to your statem ent I called up 
John J. Harvey of the Free Press. 
and he told me you fully authorized 
that 
interview as it was 
printed. 
Don't you think his m em ory is just 
as good as yours, that his veracity is 
better, and that he had not the slight­ 
est motive for m isrepresenting you? 
It seems now th a t you rely on ru m o r 
to help you out. 
"B ut you seem to think that lobby­ 
ing is wrong and wicked, particularly 
tin view of the statu tes that have been 
written on the 
books on the s u b ­ 
ject. 
I agree with you. 
But let us 
confine the issue on this subject to 
ourselves, because it is a personal 
controversy and you know you be­ 
gan it. 
During the entire six m onths 
the legislature was in session, you

In all the main sections of the law 
as passed it is plain that it was the 
watering of stocks in public service 
corporations that the act was in ten d ­ 
ed to hit. 
In one of the last provis­ 
ions. however, section 1753-12 in a 
.paragraph which will w ithout doubt 
bring all provide concerns within the 
pale of the law. 
This section pro­ 
vides: 
j 
“ Any corporation, w he the r private 
or public service as herein defined. 
or any agent, 
director 
or 
officer 
thereof who shall, directly or indi­ 
rectly. issue or cause to be issued 
any stocks, bonds or other evidences 
Of indebtedness contrary to the pro­ 
visions of this act or who shall a p ­ 
ply the proceeds for the sale thereof 
to any purpose o th e r than that speci­ 
fied in the Certificate of the railroad 
commission, as herein provided 
in 
case of a public service corporation, 
shal forfeit and pay into the state 
treasury not less than $500 or more 
than $ iff.OOO for each offense." 
From this it would appear th at it 
may not have been the in ten t of the 
mem bers to include private concerns, 
but the status seems plain th at they 
have been brought within the o p e ra ­ 
tion of the law. 
It indicates that a private corpora­ 
tion. before it can increase its stocks, 
must apply to the rate commission 
and state the reason? and the p u r ­ 
pose of the new issuance. 
Lawyers 
here believe that this act. in its pres­ 
ent form, may cause the corporations 
which are filing every day with th** 
(secretary of state no end of trouble 
and may ultim ately led to consider­ 
able litigation in the courts.
